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Testimony Varies on Bicycle 
Lanes Issue on Cherrywood

Should there be bicycle lanes 
along Cherrywood Lane near 
Springhill Lake, Metro and the 
Capital Office Park? If so how 
should they be brought into be- 
ing? Suggestions include: cut- 
ting in half the number of lanes 
in the street, eliminating all or 
half the parking near Springhill 
Lake apartments, and changing 
the width of the lanes. 

On Monday, May 13 at a 


regular city council meeting, 


several dozen people interested 
in this issue came and many 
spoke. This discussion was 
only the first step in the process 
of making the decision for or 
against bike lanes. That night 
councilmembers decided to hold 
a worksession in the near future 
on this issue so all interested 
people can come and speak 
their concerns. 

The Greenbelt Bicycle Coali- 
tion would like to see bicycle 
lanes along Cherrywood Lane. 
The city’s Bicycle Task Force 
and the Advisory Planning 
Board have both endorsed this 
proposal, but it is up to the city 
council to decide. Cherrywood 
Lane runs from Greenbelt Road 
to Kenilworth Avenue. Along it 
are the Giant Supermarket, 
Springhill Lake apartments, the 
Greenbelt Metro Station, Capital 
Office Park and the U.S. Dis- 
trict Courthouse. 

How many cars and bikes? 

One question is how many 
cars and bicycles’ use 
Cherrywood Lane. Bill Clarke, 
a member of both the Greenbelt 
Bicycle Coalition and the Advi- 
sory Planning Board (APB), 
cited traffic studies. On U.S.

Route 1, 56,000: cars travel 
each day.’ In Greenbelt, 10,500 
cars use‘ Crescent Road every 
day and 7,000 use Cherrywood 
Lane. 

Clarke also did a count of 
bicycles using Cherrywood 
Lane one day last summer at 
the bridge over the Beltway. 
From 7 - 9 a.m. one bicycle 
traveled from the west and four 
from the east. From 4 -6 p.m. 
three bicycles traveled from the 
west and five from the east. 

A traffic consulting firm, 
The Traffic Group, which was

hired by Capital Office Park, 
studied Cherrywood Lane traf- 
fic near Capital Office Park in 
late Aprif. During a six hour 
period on a Saturday, 24 bi- 
cycles rode by and during a six 
hour period on Sunday, 35. 
Counts were also done on two 
weekdays earlier that week of 
two-hour periods during morn- 
ing rush hour, lunch hour, and 
afternoon rush hour, finding 
figures respectively of 3, 2, 9, 
0, 3 and 11 bicycles using 
Cherrywood Lane. 
The Options 

At the council meeting Celia 
Wilson, Planning and Commu- 
nity Development Director, 
pointed out that this is not a 








simple matter of bicycles versus 
development but rather concerns 
the future of Greenbelt West. 
The city staff has studied the 
possibility of bicycle lanes on 
Cherrywood Lane. In the 
course of study other objectives 
came to be considered, such as 
reducing traffic speeds, provid- 
ing safe crossing for pedestri- 
ans, improving the appearance 
of the road, which is a major 
entrance into Greenbelt, and 
providing safe bicycle travel. 

The city staff presented 
council with six options that 
would meet or partially meet 
these goals, including the first 
option, which is to do nothing. 
There are as yet no cost esti- 
mates. The second option is to 
narrow the middle two lanes 
and widen the two outside lanes 
to 14 feet so bicycles could 
travel on them. 

Eliminating all parking along 
Cherrywood Lane next to 
Springhill Lake is the third op- 
tion. This would add 12 feet 
that could be used to build two 
bicycle lanes or a median strip. 
This change, she said, would 
probably make the road easier 
and safer to cross for pedestri- 
ans, beautify the road, and re- 
duce traffic speed. Near the of- 
fice park, instituting option 2 
could accommodate bicycle 
travel. 

Eliminating parking near 
Springhill Lake on the side of 
the road closest to the Metro 
station is the fourth option. 
This would provide six feet of 
road width that could be put to 
another use. Possible uses in-

Education Award Winners Honored by ACE/Council

Parents, teachers, and friends 
came out in force and packed the 
council chambers to cheer on 
education award winners at the 
regular city council meeting on 
Monday, May 13. It was a meet- 
ing dominated by the awards and 
the discussion of bicycle lanes on 
Cherrywood Lane ( for the latter 
see separate story). A certain 
amount of tasks was accom- 
plished, such as review of the 
1996 legislative season in An- 
napolis, an anti-scavenging ordi- 
nance, and approval of a public 
works storage building. 

The Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE) presented the 
Second Annual Student Awards to 
students who have made special 
contributions to the community 
through their school or in the 
community at large. The 14 win- 
ners from seven Greenbelt schools 
are: from, St. Hugh’s: Joseph 
Crossed and Sherri Hartwick; 
from Greenbelt Elementary: 
Micah Bobo and Shannon Jones; 
from Magnolia Elementary: 
Nathan Prince and Disha Jain; 


from Springhill Lake Elementary: 
Carlos Oliva and Zahra Kasim; 
from Greenbelt Middle: Ulysses 
Lewis and Stephanie Lewis; from 
Robert Goddard Middle: Jamaal 
Snowden and Naomi Kamara; 
and from Eleanor Roosevelt: Ja- 
son Kenworthy and Corita Jones. 
Legislation = 

Three of the four representa- 
tives for Greenbelt in the state 
house presented a review of leg- 
islation passed during this year’s 
session which finished up last 
month. The defining issue of the 
session, said Senator Leo Green, 
was state funding was the lowest 
since the depression. This is a 
sign of the future, he continued. 
Good news for some Greenbelt 
voters - the precinct three polling 
place has moved from St. Hugh’s 
school to the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Center. 

It seemed that the stadmms 
took up a lot of time said Del- 
egate Joan Pitkin, but a lot of 
good work was done. Medicaid 
and welfare were reformed. And 
there was a “sea change” in state 


government by eliminating agen- 
cies and stream-lining personnel. 
And $500,000 was found for the 
Belt Woods, she said. Delegate 
James Hubbard continued the re- 
view saying that 1800 acres were 
added to the wild lands, the most 
protected acreage in the state. 
City Business 

An anti-scavenging ordinance 
was passed by council that will 
apply only to materials that are 
part of the city’s recycling pro- 


gram. This will make it illegal in

the city to take recyclable materi- 
als from bins placed out for 
curbside pick-up or recycling re- 
ceptacles placed out by the city. 

A new storage building for the 
Public Works Department was 
approved. The lowest bid on the 
project, $112,200 from Construc- 
tion Commercial, Inc., was ac- 
cepted. Labor Day Festival 
booths and landscaping equip- 
ment will be some of the items 
stored in this building. 

The council approved holding 
a public hearing on the idea of a 
dog park. The proposed site is 
on Hanover Drive with a possible 
alternate site on Springhill Lake 
golf course. The fenced in park 
will be run by regulations. 

Community Groups 

Reduction of rent for the New 
Deal Cafe was approved. The 
Cafe operates in the Community 
Center on weekend evenings. 
Currently they pay $50 a night 
and a personnel fee of $10 an 
hour between 10 p.m. and 1 a.m. 


They estimate they Jose $5 a 


night. Council agreed.to waive 


their personnel fee. 

Some of the many recreational 
and cultural groups active in the 
city receive financial assistance 
from the city. Referred to as 
contribution organizations, these 
groups follow certain steps every 
year to receive these funds, in- 
cluding meeting with the council 
at budget time. An increasing 
number of groups are seeking 
recognition as a contribution or- 
ganization, some without seeking 
financial assistance, so council 
asked its Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB) to draw 
up criteria for such groups. 
Council accepted PRAB’s criteria 
at this council meeting. 

Council also accepted both the 
Greenbelt Visual Arts Coalition 
and the Greenbelt Writers Group 
(GWG) as contribution organiza- 
tions. Both groups noted that 
their desire for this status was 
motivated at least in part by their 
desire for free meeting space in 
the Community Center. And the 
GWG can use office space in the 
Center.

No to GHI Homes 


Interior Inspections 

Attentive readers of the News 
Review of May 16 may have 
noticed that one of the questions 
asked of candidates for the GHI 
board concerned interior inspec- 
tions of GHI homes. The re- 
sponses of the candidates were 
varied. Since this is an issue 
that might arise in the course of 
the next year, I would like to 
express my opinion on it. 

I am opposed to the concept 
of interior inspections for the 
following reasons. 1. They are 
not needed. If GHI has success- 
fully gotten along without them 
for over 40 years, why are they 
suddenly needed now? Is there 
a genuine problem which has 
arisen for which interior inspec- 
tions are the solution? 2. I can 
think of few things more likely 
to alienate GHI members from 
the board and staff. An interior 
inspection is necessarily intru- 
sive and would necessarily be to 
some extent subjective. 3. I 
think that it is likely to drive 
away prospective members from 
considering buying GHI homes. 
For better or worse, there is a 
strong streak in many Americans 
that bristles at the notion of ex- 
cessive interference by govern- 
mental or quasi-governmental 
bodies. I cannot imagine many 
people looking forward to hav- 
ing the inside of their homes in- 
spected once a year. I have en- 
thusiastically recommended GHI 
to numerous friends and fellow 
workers ever since moving here 
in 1986. If interior inspections 
are instituted, I, for one, would 
have to considerably temper my 
endorsement of life in GHI. 

If many other GHI members 
have the same opinion as I do, I 
suggest that they make known 
their views to the board.

The Rev. Clifton D. 
Cunningham, 82, who died May 
25, was memorialized in a ser- 
vice this past Tuesday at 
Mowatt Memorial United Meth- 
odist Church, where he served 
as pastor in the 1970s. 

Born in Pleasants County, W. 
Va., in July 1913, he received 
his undergraduate degree from 
Marietta College in Ohio, and 
his Masters of Theology degree 
at a Methodist Theological 
Seminary in Westminster, Md. 

Married in 1939 to Mary E. 
Smith, Cunningham pastored in 
West Virginia from 1942 to 
1949. The family, which in- 
cluded two sons, lived in Mary- 
land thereafter, coming to 
Greenbelt in 1965. 

Pastor Cunningham served at 
Mowatt from 1970 until he re- 
tired in 1979. In 1993, the 
couple moved to the Asbury 
Methodist Village in 
Gaithersburg; Mary Cunningham 
will continue to reside there. 

An avid reader, Cunningham 
amassed a vast library. After 
moving to Asbury Village, he 
donated hundreds of books to 
the newly opened used book- 
store in the Greenbelt Branch of 
the County library system. As 
Mowatt’s pastor, he was a strong 
advocate for Bible study groups 
and church choral groups. He 
also led the fundraising cam- 
paign to build a new sanctuary. 
The church, at 40 Ridge Road, 
was completed fn 1981. 

Besides his wife of 57 years, 
he leaves son Michael, of 
Greenbelt. Another son, Dennis, 
died in 1974. Three sisters, 
Wanda Carpenter, Opal Wingrove 
and Annamarie Henry also sur- 
‘vive him, as do three grandsons 
(children of Dennis) and three 
preat-grandchildren. 

At the memorial service, the 
congregation sang Pastor 
Cunningham's favorite hymns, 
and individuals gave public testi- 
mony to his influence in their 
lives.

clude: a median strip, a bike 
lane on the non-parking side or 
wide outside lanes on both 
sides of the street. 

Reducing the width of 
Cherrywood Lane to one lane 
in each direction is the fifth 
option. This would mean 24 
‘feet in width for bicycle lanes 
on both sides and a continuous 
median strip. Crossing the street 
could be safer for pedestrians, 
as only one lane would have to 
be crossed in each direction and 
there would be a median ‘strip 
to stand on. Traffic speeds 
should decrease, Wilson said, 
but traffic delays should in- 
crease. 

The sixth option is to imple- 
ment option five only along the 
section of Cherrywood Lane 
near Springhill Lake. Wide 
curb lanes would provide bi- 
cycle access for the rest of 
Cherrywood Lane. 

Citizen Response 

Dozens of citizens were 
present at the council meeting 
and a number spoke in favor of 
bicycle lanes on Cherrywood 
Lane and other issues affecting 
cyclists and pedestrians in that 
area. Steve Harper, chair of the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition, 
said that Cherrywood Lane is a 
critical connecting point for 
several bike trails and that citi- 
zens have spoken for them in 
both petitions and elections. 
This issue is not just about bi- 
cycle lanes, Harper added; it is 
also about the Greenbelt heri- 
tage, such as pedestrian access 
and good government. He also 
said that citizens do not want a 
road with more carrying capac- 
ity than Crescent Road. 

Bob Auerbach of the 
Greenbelt Greens hoped that 
council will be in favor of more 
paths for bikes and pedestrians. 

Perhaps test lanes could be 
put up while planning for the 
long run is done, suggested Os- 
car Savaryn. He and others 
spoke of the difficult paths near 
the Metro station. I'd like to 


see paths on both sides of the 
Metro access road, he said, be- 
cause sometimes the wind 
blows the exhaust fumes toward 
users of the current path. A di- 


agonal path is needed across 
the Metro parking lot, he con- 
tinued. 

Christopher Cherry con- 
curred. He noted that the path 
takes the long way around the 
perimeter. And he noted that 
some people walk up the road 
from Springhill Lake, and for 
them Cherrywood Lane its a 
residential street. (Council has 
included in the past a trail from 
Metro to. Cherrywood Lane 
crossing the property owned by 
A.H. Smith in the Trails Master 
Plan, July 25, 1994, however 


the city does not have funding - 


or right-of-way to construct this 
trail.) 
Response of the Neighbors 

The neighbors of 
Cherrywood Lane’ spoke 
against diminishing the size of 
Cherrywood Lane to accommo- 
date bicycle lanes. 

Metro officials are against 
reduction of traffic lanes since 
all local traffic gets to the sta- 
tion via Cherrywood, including 
cars and all six bus routes that 
serve the station. Metro expects 
a significant increase in usage of 
the Greenbelt station when the 
green line jis completed in 1999 
permitting riders to go directly 
downtown without having to 
transfer. 

Springhill Lake management 
told city staff that they would 
not like to lose parking on their 
side of Cherrywood Lane. 

Judge Alexander Williams, Jr. 
and the Clerk of the Court pre- 
sented concerns of the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court. While approving of 
the goals that motivated fhe pro- 
posed bicycle lanes, Williams 
said he was very concerned 
about reducing the amount of 
traffic that could be carried by 
Cherrywood Lane. The court- 
house is at capacity and will 


very probably grow, said Will- | 


lams. 
Across the road from the 
Springhill Lake apartments is a 


large, mature stand of woods, 


and forested wetland. This 
property is part of 160 acres 
owned by A.H. Smith Associ- 
ates. Their attorney, Nancy 
Slepicka of the firm of Fossett 
and Brugger, was present. She 
said that while they support the 
goals of the APB report, they 
are concerned about the possibil-

ity of Cherrywood Lane being 
reduced from four lanes to two. 

In the process of planning 
the development of the prop- 
erty, said Slepicka, they are fol- 
lowing the Master Plan for 
Langley Park, College Park and 
Greenbelt. Among other goals 
the master plan sees the need 
for high quality employment 


opportunities, especially near 
the Beltway, and development 
accessible to public transporta- 
tion sites, such as the Greenbelt 
Metro station, she continted. 
Slepicka also represents, and 
spoke for, Capital Office Park, 
which opposes’ reducing 
Cherrywood Lane to two traffic 
lanes. While not against bicycle

lanes per se; they note that 
Cherrywood Lane carries traffic 
between two state roads and 
was built to hold all the future 
traffic on that road. The devel- 
opment of three more parcels of 
land in Capital Office Park will 
increase the traffic on the area 
roads.

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My Greenbelt: A Writer’s Cocoon 


by Robert T. Levine 

After living a long time 
within the frame of a certain 
lace’s features, one cannot help 
but be framed by those features. 
Thoreau had Concord, Joyce had 
Dublin, I have Greenbelt. I 
grew up in Greenbelt, and 
Greenbelt has contributed much 
to my writing, both to its con- 
tent and its development. As 
my own Greenbelt Day tribute, I 
have taken stock of what 
Greenbelt has given me asa 
writer. 

I found myself in Greenbelt 
when my imagination was 
heightening and my perception 
was sharpening; I explored its 
nooks and came to know the 
landscape. I came to know how 
the lush limbs of junipers grow- 
ing alongside the rowhouses 
would caress the walls whose 
thinning paint confessed to the 
brickwork beneath. I came to 
know the green spaces at the 
heart of each block in which 
exuberant sunlight could mingle 
among the leaves with calm 
shade. I came to know the con- 
crete walkways which spilled 
from between the rows of 
houses and curved along hill- 
sides to plunge through the un- 
derpasses and arise at the pris- 
tine white storefronts of the 
Center. I came to know, too, 
the ducks floating on the rip- 
pling surface of Greenbelt Lake, 
tilting, ballet-like, perpendicular 
to the surface and submerging 
their heads for moments at a 
time to pull up a few strands of 
algae. I came to know how 
portions of the Green Belt are 
carpeted with the velvet of ferns 
and coral-like colonies of club 
moss. I have placed Greenbelt 
in my mind. I can call it my 
own, because I carry it inside 
me, and I can call it forth - in 
thoughts, or words, in prose or 
verse - anytime I want. 

As a child, the public library 
was the hub of my recreational 
life. In time, the richness and 
magnitude of all those shelves 
upon shelves of books dawned 
on me. Everything begged to 
be checked out and everything 
could be checked out: 
to do was keep a white card in 
my pocket and I could carry 
home as many ways of seeing 
the world as my arms could 
wrap around.

When I began to write down 
my own way of seeing the 
world, I had another resource to 
turn to - my neighbor, the artist. 
I appear sporadically on his 
porch with a sheaf of typed 
pages in my hand for him to 
mull over and comment on. On 
summer evenings, we sit on his 
screened-in porch, discussing, 
debating, joking, laughing in our 
wire-mesh nest as the late hour 
tints the air beneath the 
sweetgums darker and darker. 
Though Ben and I work in dif- 
ferent media, we share the task 
of trying to get the world down 
in our work, and so he is able 
to discover insights into my 
writing. Had I grown up in any 
other place, I might not have 
had the fortune of living three 
doors from someone who could 
tell me “Nothing is abstract; all 
art is concrete in itself,” or “Ev- 
erything is organic; there’s noth- 
ing you can put into art that 
doesn’t come from life.” 

I gained more hands-on train- 
ing by working for the News 
Review during high school. 
Whether I wrote about European 
students visiting Greenbelt on an 


exchange program, a club for 





deaf Greenbelters, or a bomb 
threat at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School during final exams, I had 
to enter an experience, absorb it, 
and reproduce it in my article. | 
had to make the article a conduit 
between my perception and the 
reader’s imagination. I had to 
make it long enough, broad 
enough, and of the right shape to 
hold the experience. I remember 
with fondness the old News Re- 
view basement office - its dim 
light, the walls mostly bare ex- 
cept for the electric meters, the 
constant clacking of manual type- 
writers. (The News Review 
hadn’t been computerized yet!) 
A new spirit grew within me in 
that office, among those me- 
chanical relics of a vanished era 
- a spirit which met the world 
and claimed it for its own by 
wrestling it into language. 
Greenbelt has given me a 
sense of the community of writ- 
ers through the Greenbelt Writ- 
ers Group. I felt it first at our 
organizational meeting in the 
home of Dorothy Sucher, our 
“founding mother,” in February 
of last year. A wide ring of 20 
people sat in her living room, 
among them a science writer for 
the Department of Agriculture 
and a would-be novelist, a 
freelance journalist, two writers/

editors/publishers of small maga- 


zines, a playwright and 
children’s author, and an aspir- 
ing fiction writer. How blissful 
for me, a 20-year-old poet, to sit 
in that room full of neighbors 
who not only loved writing but 
committed themselves to it. 
Later we held monthly open 
readings. We would come to- 
gether to taste one another’s 
work, and in doing so we re- 
minded one another that there 
was a place for our work, that 
others cared. 

In maps of the city’s original 
plan, the Green Belt looks like a 
thick shell surrounding it, divid- 
ing its obscure outskirts from 
the clearly ordered land within. 
But this description is inaccu- 
rate; in time, the city punctured 
the Green Belt and expanded to 
embrace apartment complexes 
and town houses, shopping malls 
and a Metro station. Soon my 
life, too, driven by the art 
Greenbelt has given me, will 
spill beyond Greenbelt to ex- 
pand itself. Perhaps Greenbelt’s 
boundaries are for me, as they 
were for the original city, a co- 
coon - a structure which shelters 
and nourishes my growth until, 
enlarged by what it has fed me, 
I must press against its edges, 
fall through, and cast my wings.

Early History 
Greenbelt was born in con- 


troversy, initially a federal 
experiment in social engi- 
veering designed to provide 
both low-cost housing in a 
well planned community and 

nstruction obs for hun- 
dreds men in th e Washing- 
ton area dislocated by the 


Great Depression. Like other 
New Deal programs, it drew 
criticism as an unprecedented 
and costly incursion by the 
federal government into the 
private market. It was 
sneeringly referred to by a 
contemporary reporter for the 
Washington Post as “Tugwell 
Town” referring to Rexford 
G. Tugwell, the Roosevelt 
administration’s chief policy 
architect of the “greenbelt 
township” program. At the 
same time it drew world-wide 
acclaim from city planners 
for its innovafions in urban 
design. The Resettlement 
Administration” carefully 
screened its first residents for 
good character and compat- 
ibility by requiring them. to 
fill out lengthy question- 
naires. The greenbelt town- 
ship program foundered, how- 
ever, and only three of the 
more than 20 cities originally 
envisioned were completed. 
The federal role in Greenbelt 
came to an end in 1954 with 
the sale of the housing stock 
to the housing cooperative, 
Greenbelt Homes, Incorpo- 
rated
